Captain Patterson went to sea in 


1S40, and In August, 1853. took com- 
mand of a sailing vessel called the 
Plymouth Rock.

which Is not described by Orvllle Wright,

"Approximately it consists of a box 


like frame 40 feet wide, 7 feet long mid 
7^ feet deep, made of spruce and ash. 
At the center and top fiont Is a front 
rudder, a feature which tlie Wrights in- 
troduced and which has proved superior 
to the old method of a lear rudder. 


"In tho center, to tho rear is the tail 


of the machine, approximately 12 feet in 
length, less than one-tnird the length 
of those on French 
flyers. 
This con- 


sists In different models of one or two 
vertical cloth-coveted frames. 
Two Propellers. 


"At the lesr, balancing the machine 


and as near the center as possible are 
two propellers. 
Below the frame-work 


and toward the rear. Is a skid, similar 
to the runners of the sleds. This Is used 
for landing and differs In this particular 
from the French machines, which 
are 


equipped with wheels. For a portion nf 
12 feet at each^end, the upper and lower 
framework is provided with a suifa.ce 
of strong cotton cloth. 


"In the center of the machine at the 


bottom is a small double -wheel truck, 
which, running on a mono-rail, is used 
while the machine is acquiring speed on 
way to leave the ground.

amendment the measure was re-refer- 
rel to the committee but there is no 
doubt that the proposed regulation 
will be put into effect. 
Against Billboards. 


At least, that seemed to be the un- 


expressed sentiment of the trustees 
and oC the gentlemen in the lobby. And, 
yet, there was practically no discus- 
sion of the subject. 
Sufficient was ex- 


pressed when one of the members of 
the board, referring to the clause, said 
that it was intended to be prohibitive 
of the unsightly signs, as high as a 
houte, which disfigured some of the 
beauty spots and residential districts 
of Oakland. The idea of really licens- 
ing people engaged In this manner of 
advertising did not seem to enter the 
mind of any of the trustees. To them 
tho erection of an acre of boards in 
a perpendicular manner and on that 
acre offending one's good taste and not 
infrequently one's ideas of good morals, 
would be worse than a ^defacement of 
the natural beauty of the place. 
Per Square Foot 


It was sought to make the amend- 


ment operative by charging 
twenty- 


five cents per square foot per year for 
permission to erect a sign of the kind 
referred to. although the question was 
aslcocl by one of the trustees as vo 
why it should not be made a dollar 
per square foot.

and the returns canvassed in all re- 
spects as provided by law for the con- 
ducting of general elections and the 
canvassing the returns thereof" 


The matter was referred to the city 


attorney with instructions to prepare 
the requisite resolution 
calling 
the 


proposed election, which the attorney 
said he would do and present the same 
to a meeting of the board which would 
be held some time today. 
Children and Schools. 


There was a lengthy discussion over 


the rumor that the children of the city 
of Piedmont would have to leave the 
schools which they were attending In 
Oakland or else pay tuition. The dis- 
cussion was directed in a special man- 
ner to the Piedmont school, which had 
originally been built by Piedmont be- 
fore the section in which it ivas lo- 
cated was annexed to Oakland.

Piedmont school, both when it was the 
property of the Piedmont school dis- 
trict as also after it 
was 
included 


among the educational institutions of 
Oakland. He told how the people on 
the hill, even after the annexation 
had paid off the bonds they had issued 
for the construction of the school. He 
concluded by stating that he did not 
believe that the Oakland school board 
would drive the Piedmont children out 
of the schools before steps could be 
taken for the 
purpose of erecting 


schools In the latter city. 


Finally, City Attorney Ballentine and 


Mr. Upham were appointed a commit- 
tee to Interview the officiate of this 
city In the premises and to place the 
condition of affairs before them.

meeting then adjourne'd.

The Defamation of San Francisco 


"Public Opinion Must Aid Public Prosecutors to End the Reign 


of Terror Created by the HigKer-Ups" is the caption of a flaming 
editorial in the San Francisco Call. 
In the course of the article i 


is stated that a "secondary crisis has come in the city's affairs so 
serious and so obvious that conservative and sensible men hav 
come to talking about a vigilance committee as the only means 
left to preserve the peace and to protect 
life 
and property.' 


The Call says this talk is foolish, but it proceeds to rant and froth in 
an effort to prove that conditions have come to such a pass ii 
San Francisco as to render the formation of a vigilance 'committee 
necessary. 


Ts there a reign of terror in San Francisco or any semblance 


of such a condition? Is there any1 unusual disorder in the city? Are 
life and property so unsafe as to require extraordinary measures of 
protection? Will any candid person answer these questions in the 
affirmat ve? A negative answer accuses the Spreckels organ of 
grossly maligning the city and injuring its reputation abroad. 


All good citizens are agreed that law and order must be pre- 


served and life and property fully protected Only by maintaining 
peace arid order and protecting the person and property of citizens 
can a stable and prosperous society exist. But agreement on this 
point cannot be made the predicate of wild statements that the 
community is overrun by thugs and a prey to anarchy. Every per- 
son at all familiar with conditions in San Francisco is well aware 
that the statements are grossly untrue and made in a desperate ef- 
fort to justify schemes and measures destructive of order and per- 
sonal security. The conditions of public safety in San Francisco 
are as good today as they have bren any time within the p(ast twenty 
years. \\~e doubt if they have e\ er been materially better. It is an 
outrage, not only upon the trutn, but upon the fair name of the city 
to say, as District Attorney Langdon did a few days ago, that San 
Francisco is a prey to anarchy, with murder and assassination walk- 
ing abroad in the streets. 


Who has been murdered in 'San Francisco? What attempt has 


been ma.le at assassination? Tru- Gallagher explosions are the only 
actual occurrences pointed at as proof of the ridiculous assertion 
that the city is a prey to anarchy and overrun by thugs, but they 
took place in Oakland, and assuredly this town is not a prey to 
anarchy nor terrorized by thugs 
Because a few persons rushing 


around vith pistols in their pockets, accompanied by armed guards, 
assert that a reign of terror exists does not prove the existence of 
such a state of affairs. In all the proceedings in the graft pro^ecu- 
tiors the only man who boasted of being armed in court and threat- 
ened to use his pistol was Francis J. Heney. William J. Burns was 
the first man to quarter a band of hired fighters in the city. But in 
all the stormy and acrimonious controversies of the past year not 
a single act of violence has occurred, not a drop of blood has been 
shed. Now San Francisco is as quiet as any city in the country, 
with every department of the municipal 
government in hands' 


friendly to the prosecution. The Sheriff's office, the Police De- 
partment, the Mayo* and the District Attorney's office are all in 
accord if not alliance with the special prosecution, of which Rudolph 
Spreckels is the directing head. Wherein has any of them failed to 
afford the protection or neglected to preserve the peace? 


Such ravings as the Call utters would be nonsensical if they 


did not create a false and injurious impression abroad. They tend 
to create a belief in other sections of the country that a condition 
of frontier lawlessness prevails in San Francisco, that violence am 
crimes w.ilk unchecked in the streets and that life and property an 
so insecure that the formation of a vigilance committee is being de 
bated by conservative and sensible men as a last resort to preservi 
law and c rder. Such mischievous representations pass all bounds o 
decency and veracity. They are a criminal libel on the people o 
San Francisco, whose courage, intelligence, patriotism and integrity 
they impeach. Spreading such mendacious statements broadcasl 
harms the whole State of California, for the whole State suffers by 
the representation that its metropolis is a prey to ruffianism am 
disorder, that a reign of terror prevails and that'crime and criminals 
run riot in the streets. Unfortunately San Francisco is cursed by a 
gang^of alleged purifiers who insist upon making the world believe 
the city i? a modern Sodom, inhabited mainly by crooks and border 
ruffians.
